It's a 
terrifying thing, and no one knews who the 
next victim might be. 

During this last^ar. Twin Foils county has 
had an unusual run of Infantile paralysis 
coses, and we can thank our stars that funds 
and treatment were available as a result of 
previous "march of dimes" campaigns. 

For the small amount it would cost the 
average Individual, there Is no real excuse for 
Twin Falls county subscribing only half of Its 
Quota. 

Ihe school children of the county have 
already raised SSS* among themselves— a 
little over one-tenth of the county's quota, or 
approximately one-fifth of the amount that 
his been subscribed to date. 

Surely, It's not selfishness on the part of the 
people that has made our "march of dimes" 
such a flnle. We can't believe It would be any- 
thlnff Uke that, particularly In connecUon 
with an undertaking so humanitarian In pur- 
poie. It must be oversight and thoughtless- ' 
' nesa in most respects.
